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Commission elects to build new Enterprise courthouse

The Coffee County Commission 
has voted 4-3 to build a new Enter- 
prise courthouse. 

Commissioners met last Thursday 
morming in a meeting adjourned 
from Monday’s (October 9) regular 
bi-monthly meeting. 

Although a decision has been 
made to build the new facility, no 
formula has been devised so the 
county can pay for it! Also, no plans. 

The county is within $230,000 of 
reaching its debt limit as set forth by 
state law. It is estimated that this 
amount would hardly make one an- 
nual payment on a new courthouse. 

Several months ago it was esti- 
mated that a new facility in Enter- 


prise would cost between $2 and $4 
million. 

As reported in last week’s edition 
of The Elba Clipper, a public hear- 
ing was held in order for county citi- 
zens to express their views on the 
courthouse issue. Just over 100 citi- 
zens showed up. 

During the hearing, only 23 per- 
sons chose to address the issue. Of 
that number, 12 supported a new En- 
terprise courthouse, 6 encouraged 
the consolidation of both courthous- 
es (Elba and Enterprise) into one 
central location, 3 voiced approval 
of the two courthouse system, 1 ap- 
proved renovation of the Enterprise 
courthouse, and 1 suggested that im- 
provements be made to the court fa- 
cilities. 


Disaster Loan Office opens 


The U.S. Small Business Admin- 
istration (SBA) will open a Disaster 
Outreach Office at the Coffee 
County Complex, located on U.S. 
Highway 84 in New Brockton, be- 
ginning October 19 (TODAY). 

The office will be open from 8:00 
a.m. until 5:00 p.m. daily, including 
Sundeys, until further notice. 

SBA disaster loan staff will be 
available to answer questions about 
the disaster loan program, hand out 
applications and assist with complet- 
ing these applications. 

The SBA offers loans of up to 
$200,000 to repair disaster-damaged 
homes. Homeowners and renters are 
eligible for up to $40,000 to replace 
personal property. 

Loans to businesses and nonprofit 
organizations of up to $1.5 million 
are also available to repair damage 
to real estate, machinery and equip- 
ment, inventory, etc., and for lease- 
hold improvements, 


(EIDLs) also may be made to small 
businesses unable to pay bills or 
meet expenses because of this disas- 
ter, 

Interest rates can be as low as 4 
percent, with loan terms up to 30 
years. Actual loan amounts and 
terms are set by SBA based on each 
applicant’s financial condition. 

All homeowners, renters, and 
businesses with uninsured or under- 
insured damages caused by Hurri- 
cane Opal are urged to reMiaist for 
assistance as soon as possible. 

People who complete and turn in 
their SBA disaster loan applications 
quickly can expect a faster response. 

To register for all forms of disas- 
ter assistance, including SBA loans, 
individuals must first call the Feder- 
al Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA) teleregistration unit at 1- 
800-462-9029.

Elba BOE approves record $5.5 million budget

Tuesday night the Elba City 
School Board approved a budget for 
the coming year totaling 
$5,551,661.74. Of this total $3, 06 
million is for salaries of teachers and 
support personnel. 

The budget projections submitted 
to the state department of education, 
as required by law, anticipate over 
$4 million in state funds, a half mil- 
lion from federal programs and al- 
most three-quarter million dollars 
from county and city property and 
sales taxes, 

The countywide 1¢ sales tax is

Operating 3 SApoiee are projected 

to be ate 027,903.00 for the coming 

ear, leaving a net profit (before cap- 

ital expenditures or water line expan- 

sion debt retirement) of 
$690,797.00. 

After payment of $125,000.00 on 
the landfill waterline extension and 
capital expenditures totaling 
$96,500.00, the net profit is estimat- 


ed to be $469,297.00. 

Board member Tim Johnson ex- 

pres ressed his ap ppreciation to Pat 

ooth, Dennis Coleman, and Jeff 
Puckeit for their assistance in prepar- 
ing the proposed budget. 

Henry Clark told een members 
that, in the future, should there be a 
power failure to the city’s water 
wells, the proper equipment is now 
being acquired to run the pumps 
with tractor-driven PTOs. 

The board also approved a policy 
change on supplying electrical me- 
ters on a temporary basis. This is 
done in order to allow property own- 
ers or tenants to have power while 
cleaning or preparing a dwelling to 
be occupied.

A review of the financial state- 
ment for the period ending on Sep- 
tember 30 showed the projected gen- 
eral fund balance of $229,000 was 
very near the actual amount.

Board Chairman Daniel Stephens 
noted this was much better than last 
fall when the board had to borrow 
money to make payroll for the first 
month of the new school year. 

Due to the delayed timing of pay- 
ments from state and federal educa- 
tion programs, the local systems 
must maintain a hefty cash balance 
to pay salaries and other bills on a 
timely basis. The alternative would 
be to borrow the necessary funds 
from the bank each month until re- 
imbursements are made. 

In other business Pearce told 
board members the new baseball and 
softball fields should be ready for 
playing on this spring. 

He said bids were ready for the 
fencing and the irrigation system. 
Construction of the press box and 
concession stand will hopefull 
done locally, without the cost o hen 
ing an architect. Construction can be 
done this aay if the cost doesn’t ex-

Congress Corrects Costly Federal Mistakes 


One of the more subtle, but 
significant factors of Republicans as- 
suming control of the Congress was 
their ability to change the rules of the 
House of Representatives. A key 
rule change that has already saved 
taxpayer dollars has been the cre- 
ation of the “Corrections Day” Cal- 
endar. 

Corrections Day provides 
the House with a swift and effective 
process for correcting federal laws 
and regulations that are counterpro- 
ductive or have served out their use- 
fulness. In short, a quick way to 
straighten out screwed up federal law 
which may be costing taxpayers big 
ducks. 

Last Tuesday, I had the 
privilege, in Newt Gingrich’s ab- 
sence, to preside over the House as 
Speaker when legislation under the 
Corrections Day Calendar was con- 
sidered.

But we're talking about federal 
bureaucrats here, so reason just flows 
down the drain.

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Anyway, the inconsistency 
between petroleum products and veg- 
etable oil in the law wasn’t realized 
until a government warehouse in 
Maryland inadvertently discharged 


butter into a nearby creek, 

In accordance with these 
new regulations on “oil” spills, amas- 
sive and costly clean up effort was 


mounted to remove the butter from 
the creek, Ironically, the slippery 
clean up effort actually caused ad- 
verse environmental effects. 

If the butter was left aione 
to dissolve naturally through its own 
biodegradable properties, there would 
have been no harm to the environ- 
ment and the taxpayer wouldn’t have 
been stuck with an expensive clean 
up bill. 

Even more ironic is the fact 
that vegetable oils are actually being 
used to clean up beaches fouled with 
petroleum, and are being explored as 
a substitute lubricant for machinery 
in environmentally sensitive areas. 

This is only one example of 
the federal regulatory burdens, often 
as expensive as they are absurd, which 
have been placed on businesses and 
industry.

I’m proud to say the bill was 
unanimously approved by the House 
on the same day, and with Senate 
approval, the world will be safe for 
vegetable oil.

How much did the Folsom Ad- 
ministration accept in November 
1994 from the latest U.S. Depart- 
ment of Education project? Ala- 
bama’s unspent check for $1.4 mil- 
lion amounts to about $1.80 for each 
of the state’s 750,000 public school 
children, The proposed second year 
appropriation is $6.6 million, our 
about $8.80 per child. Those esti- 
mates include the cost of additional 
bureaucracies. The state’s cost to 
comply with the federal mandates is 
yet unknown. 

In the long haul, will Alabama’s 
participation in this latest Washing- 
ton boondoggle truly benefit the 
State? The Alabama Legislature does 
not seem to think so, On July 27, 
1995 state lawmakers overwhelm- 
ingly adopted a resolution asking Al- 
abama’s Congressional delegation to 
“repeal Goals 2000 in order to re- 
verse the power it gives to the feder- 
al government.” 

The Legislature’s resolution also 
points out that this federalization 
which Goals 2000 describes 101 
times as “voluntary” is, in effect, IN- 
VOLUNTARY because it requires 
States receiving federal funds, in- 
cluding Chapter 1 funds, to submit 
to “national content standards, na- 
tional student performance stan- 
dards, federally approved state as- 
Sessments to cover all students 
regardless of where they are educat- 
ed...and government oversight of 
families,” 

This resolution was the legisla- 
ture’s logical next step. They had 
just passed a far-reaching, progres- 
sive education reform package and 
needed to tell Washington they 
don’t want some Washington bu- 
reaucrats changing their plan, States 


rejecting Goals money include 
Virginia; Montana, and New Hamp- 
shire. 


Are there strings attached to 
Goals 2000 money? The actual 
Goals 2000: Educate America Act 
includes 195 uses of “shall,” 63 of 
“will,” 33 of “require” and 13 of 
“must.” On pages 174-177 of the 
Act, it states that only six states can 
receive waivers, that the U.S, Secre- 
tary of Education must approve their 
plan, that the plan will be approved 
if it meets the purposes of Act 
and that the waivers are for the pur- 
pose of lifting requirements that im- 
peded eee of an ap- 


proved p Those sound like 
strings to me, 
The Alabama Department of Ed- 


ucation Goals 2000 application 
“pledges its support of systemic ed- 
ucation reform,” enters a contract to 
“establish a partnership with the 
U.S, Department of Education” and 
promises to “comply with all Feder- 
al laws, executive orders and regula- 
tions.” This agreement extends far 
beyond typical Federal Law compli- 
ance by including executive or 

and regulations, present and future. 
The state department also agreed to 
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comply with “all program require- 
ments of Goals 2000.” 

“The Goals 2000: Educate Amer- 
ica Act” serves as the center point 
for a package of interrelated bills 
enacted by the 103rd Congress, in 
accord with Clinton’s education re- 
form effort. 

After the Goals 2000 Act laid out 
the guts of federal intrusion, the Ele- 
mentary and Secondary Education 
Act (ESEA of 1964), renamed “the 
Improving America’s Schools Act,” 
was reauthorized and it strengthened 
Goals 2000 and eliminated the idea 


that it was voluntary. Included in the Gre: 


ackage was another piece of legis- 
ation: “The School-to- Work Oppor- 
tunities Act,” which uses the U.S. 
Department of Labor to restructure 
education. 

After recently sitting in a meet- 
ing with Under Secretary of Educa- 
tion Michael Cohen where he dis- 
cussed Goals 2000, I became more 
convinced than ever that Governor 
Fob James made the right decision 
in returning the $1.4 million to the 
federal coffers. 

Goals 2000 is simply a continua- 
tion of the federal government's 
power grab for education, including 
an aggressive effort at top-down 
control cloaked in the guise of bot- 
tom-up reform. 

He who controls the purse strings 
really controls everything. We must 
keep that control in Alabama where 
it belongs.

come,” he said. “This will be the 
greatest decision that this commis- 
sion has ever made. 

“It is my understanding, once we 
appoint a building authority, the mat- 
ter is completely out of our hands,”

Eligible voters may circulate or 
sign nominating petitions for as 
many candidates as they choose. 
Anyone wishing to nominate a farm- 
er for the County FSA Committee 
election may contact the county of- 
fice for details, including eligibility 
requirements, 

Farmers should petition for and 
elect those individuals they feel 
would do a good job as an FSA

neer Randy Tindell’s request for ad- 
ditional equipment. 

He asked that the purchase of 
three trucks and two backhoes be ap- 
proved immediately. 

The three trucks, two utility vehi- 
cles and a 1/2-ton pickup, will be 
purchased from Cook Chevrolet in 
Elba at a total cost of $57,210.00 

Tindell recommended that the

News release causes concern

Copies of a news release claiming 
to be from an organization identified 
as Concerned Women for America 
(CWA) is causing some concern in 
Elba, as well as nationwide, The 
news release has been circulated in 
at least one local church group. 

The news report quotes the Na- 
tional Education Association (NEA) 
as supporting October as “Gay/ 
Lesbian History Month,” This report 
is causing considerable concern 
among area parents. 

While there is absolutely no ciue 
where, nor why, this is being cir- 
culated, area school officials have no 
idea what it is about. 

Elba Superintendent Charles 
Pearce explained that the schools tra- 
ditionally celebrate National Educa- 
tion Week in October, but he knows 
nothing about this claim of any new 
celebration. 

Pearce said he received a phone 


call on the matter a couple of weeks 
ago and assured the caller it was en- 
tirely new to him and the local 
schools had no plans along that line. 

The news release claims the NEA 
adopted a resolution supporting the 
action by a 2-1 margin. 

It also contained statements crit- 
ical of President Clinton for suppos- 
edly tapping a NEA member to “or- 
ganize the Democratic National 
Convention itself.” 

The article quotes the president of 
CWA calling the resolution a, “di- 
rect frontal attack on the beliefs & 
values of the overwhelming majority 
of women & men in our country ...” 

The article freely transposes NEA 
membership with “gay and lesbian 
coalitions.” 

While the article is typed, it is not 
written with the same journalistic 
guidelines normally used by pro- 
fessional journalists who prepare 
news releases to the national news 
media.

The Luverne offense, which uti- 
lizes a wide-open attack with mullti- 
ple receivers, has averaged over 27 
points per game, and can strike 
quickly from both the land and 
through the air. 

When Luverne sticks to the 
ground, the main weapon is Ken- 
yatta Holley, a speedy halfback, 
who last week had a 55-yard touch- 
down run against Andalusia. 

Quarterback Pete Smith operates 
the Luverne “run and shoot” attack, 
and last week fired touchdown 
passes of 24 yards to Kevin Free- 
man and 33 yards to Mel Willis.

“They have a 
smart quarterback that doesn't 
make mistakes, has an oustanding 
runner in Holley, and has several 
receivers that can catch the ball and 
then run after the catch. The of- 
fense tries to spread the defense out 
and then get one-on-one situations, 
where it can best use its speed.” 

“Our defense will have to make 
the correct reads and not miss any 
tackle if we are going to slow Lu- 
verne down,” added Lowery. “We 
can't miss any assignments on their 
receivers, and have to tackle well, 
because many of the tackles will be 
in the open field. It will be a tre- 
mendous challenge for our defense, 
and we'll just have to be ready and 
play smart, but aggressive, at the 
same time,” 

The Luverne defense has al- 
lowed almost 17 points per game 
and hasn't shown the ability to shut 
down an opponent; however, the 
defense is quick and aggressive, 
and is a “big play” type defensive 
unit, 

“Luverne is solid on defense and 
really plays with a lot of pride,” 
said pawery, “They aren’t real big, 
but they play hard on every play 
and are extremely tough against the 
option and sweep, Luverne will 
blitz a lot and ties to come up with 
big defensive plays that might re- 
sult in turnovers,” 

“Our offense will have to block 
well and pick up their blitzes,” stat- 
ed Lowery, “and we'll have to real- 
ly play physical and take the fight 
to’em, Luverne will probably load 
up at the line to stop the run, so, 
we'll have to be effective passing 
and at the same time prove that we 
can run the football, Our line has 
been improving in recent weeks, 
and it will have to be solid Friday 
night if we're to move the foot- 
ball.”

Commission tables funding new courthouse

The Coffee County Commission 
held its regularly scheduled  bi- 
monthly meeting Monday morning 
and the courthouse issue never came 
up - NOT! 

Commissioners had  breezed 
through an agenda that had no new 
or old business listed on it; however, 
the courthouse issue did come up 
and the T-word (TAX) was uttered 
during the discussion. 

In fact, a motion was made by 
Commissioner Chairman Lawrence 
Creel that local legislators be con- 
tacted concerning getting legislation 
introduced allowing the commission 
to levy a 1 ¢ sales tax. 

The discussion about the court- 
house began when Commissioner 
Bernest Brooks arrived late. The oth- 
er commissioners, during the general 
business session, had already had 
their say, but the courthouse issue 
had not come up. 

Brooks said, “I’m sure we stand 
ready to move forward on our court- 
house issue. 

“We have a committee estab- 
lished and I would like to recom- 
mend that this committee move for- 
ward with all due speed in coming 
up with plans and guidelines on es- 
tablishing a courthouse in Enter- 
prise, 

“T don’t know what has been dis- 
cussed previously or passed.” 

Creel noted that the courthouse is-

sve had not been brought up. 

Brooks proposed that the com- 
mission take action on establishing a 
building authority, as recommended 
by the Enterprise Chamber of Com- 
merce, and ‘get the show on the 
road!” 

It was at this point that Chairman 
Creel stated that he, nor the county 
attorney, felt that the fact the com- 
mission had voted to build a new 
courthouse in Enterprise would satis- 
fy the stipulations set forth in the 
consent decree, 

He further stated he felt like, if 
the commission included a funding 
mechanism, along with the motion to 
build, that this would satisfy the con- 
sent decree as far as presenting a 
plan of action in January of 1996. 

“After looking at the budget and 
wondering how we’re going to pay 
for a courthouse, I offer a motion 
that we ask our senator and represen- 
tative to let us levy a 1¢ sales tax 
county-wide to be implemented on 
the first day of the month after per- 
mission is given,” said Creel. Brooks 
seconded the motion. 

During the discussion period of 
Creel's motion, Commissioner Bill 
Faulk offered a word of caution to 

the members of the commission. 

He urged the commissioners to 
look at all the options, including the 
proposal by the Enterprise group that 
a building authority be formed to 
oversee the construction of a new 
Enterprise courthouse. 

Faulk also suggested that com- 
missioners meet with the county’s 
legislators, and get their views on 
the matter before taking action. 

Brooks said, “I feel that the good 
citizens of Enterprise should know 
what's going on and what procedure 
that we are following because this 
directly affects the people of Enter- 
prise...I don’t want to bypass the 
great citizens of Enterprise,” 

Creel noted that he was just try- 
ing to help move things along since 
the commission had voted to build 
the new facility, 

“IT would remind you (speaking to 
Brooks) that this would be a Coffee 
County Courthouse and it would in- 
volve the hold county and I’m trying 
to answer to the consent decree,”

said Creel. 

He then offered an amendment to 
his original motion that the monies 
generated by the sales tax be used to 
renovate the Elba courthouse, in ad- 
dition to the construction of a new 
courthouse in Enterprise. Commis- 
sioner Randy Lunsford seconded the 
amendment motion, :

The students volunteered to con- 
duct, at no cost to the county, a pub- 
lic opinion survey on any subject the 
commissioner designated, 

Commissioner Wendell Black 
commented, “I think it would be 
nice, We have enough controversy

Commissioner Black, turning to 
another matter, made a motion that 
the county attomey proceed with 
whatever action is necessary to ob- 
tain the five percent discount due the 
county from EWS (Environmental 
Waste Systems). 

According to the county’s agree- 
ment with the company, the county 
was due the discount after the num- 
ber of customers receiving the gar-
